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The United Naval School at Hainan is a training base for the international 
Communist naval staff in Southeast Asia. The main campus is at Yulin, with 
branches at Haikou (110-20, 20-03) and Linkao (109-43, 19-56). 


The trainees are divided as follows: 5,000 of the Chinese Communist naval 
staff, 1,000 Ho Chi Minh troops, 300 Burmese, 00 ‘lalayan and 50 Siamese. 


The school has 16 instructors including a Soviet named Savortoff, a Japanese, 
and several Germans. 


Eleven thousand men of the Chinese Comaunist | Marine Division are on Hainan. 
This unit is composed of Chinese, Vietnamese, Burmese and Malayan Communists. 
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
